Korniloff Is 


Another Dispatch, H o w- 
ever, Declares He Has 
Been Wounded and Is in 
Danger of Capture—Kale- 
dines Reported Attacking 
Bostov-on-Don. 


New York, December 13.—(By the As- 
sociated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—Reports as to the prog- 
ress of the operations between the Bol- 
sheviki and Kaledines forces in Russia 
are beclouded by variant statements. 
Both sides are credited with victories 
in different unofficial versions of the 
operations. 

One report says Kaledines is besieg- 
ing Rostov-on-Don and that fighting is 
in progress in the vicinity of that city, 
where men and guns from the Black 
sea fleet are aiding the Bolshevikl.

BATTLE IS FOUGHT 

NEAR BIELGOROD. 

London, December 13.—A battle has 
occurred near Bielgorod in southern 
Russia, between Bolsheviki forces and 
troops under General Korniloff, but the 
outcome has not been established and 
Petrograd advices are conflicting. 

The Petrograd correspondent of The 
Daily Mail reports that General Korni- 
loff was defeated and wounded, and 
that his capture was to be expected. 

A dispatch from the representative 
of The Post, however, denies the re- 
ported Bolsheviki victory, saying Gen- 
eral Korniloff has routed his opponents 
and will soon join General Kaledines 
at Novo Tcherkask.

SUBMARINES HELD, 
BUT NOT MASTERED, 
DECLARES GEDDES 


Marine Losses Decreasing 
While Destruction of U- 
Boats and Shipbuilding 
Activities Are on Increase. 


SUBMARINE OFFENSIVE 
HAS PROVED FAILURE 


During November Britain 
Almost Equalled Tonnage 
Lost by New Vessels Sent 
Out From Yards. 


London, December 13.—When the As- 
sociated Press inquired of high naval 
authority today “if the anti-submarine 
war was going well and what was the 
reason for the high rate of sinkings 
in the past three weeks,” the answer 
was: 

“The enemy has had more submarines 
at work. He has actually been at- 
tempting a submarine offensive of the 
largest possible magnitude in an effort 
to reinforce his offensive on land. He 
is trying to bring off a coup which 
will incline us to peace. 

“He has failed signally on sea as 
on land, and he has had to pay a heavy 
price. Our counter measures are meet- 
ing with increased success and the 
enemy will experience constantly in- 
creasing difficulty in maintaining his 
campaign. 

“If the shipbuilding ‘efforts can be 
properly .spurred-on in England and 
America, the allies will be able to say 
within a measurable time that tonnage 


is being launched at a rate exceeding 
the sinkings; and also, if the naval 


measures ntinue to improve as it is 
eee expect, that U-boats are 
being sunk faster than the Germans 
are able to build them and that the 
German U-boat fleet is steadily dwin-

Governor Dorsey tonight made the

$30,000 which is now being withheld 
because of a technicality of the law. We 
submitted a proposition to permit the 
passage of a resolution dy congress 
which would effectually solve the.mat- 
ter until our legislature meets again. 
We will meet the solicitor again to- 
morrow and I believe the plan we have 
submitted will be agreed upon and we 
will get the money. 

“As to the coal matter, I will say 
that we have also been working on 
that. In some parts of Georgia, as is 
well known, the situation is acute and 
our coal administrator, Dr, Hardman, 
will leave nothing undone to remedy 
conditions. 

“T have not yet decided whether 1 
will see the secretary of war, although 
there are some important matters pend- 
ing about which I may call upon him.”

He delivered a powerful sermon, 
which he had built about the weird 
allegory of Robert Louis Stevenson, 
“Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde,“ in which he 
said the author of the fable had taught, 
with wonderful effect, the old, old, 
story of the vitally present war in our 
members, in which the low and vile, 
the pure and the vicious, the iniqui- 
tous and the best enter a battle to the 
hilt; that man is no one being, but 
that he is a dual creation, while in the 
field of consciousness the two natures 
strive for supremacy. 

Often Written Before. 

The story, he declared, had been 
written in a good many books before 
Stevenson ever translated it into the 
language of his fascinating fable, and 
he further said that the idea for the 
terrible tale came from St. Paul, who 
first wrote it in the seventh and eighth 
chapters of Romans. 

The evangelist pictured, with height- 
ened colors, the Dr. Jekyll of Stevenson, 
showing him to be a man of ideal char- 
acteristics, and he drew a most hor- 
rible word painting of Mr. Hyde, the 
second self of the ideal man he first 
described. He used the allegory with

TWO HUN BATTLESHIPS 
TORPEDOED IN HARBOR 


Italian Destroyers Make At- 
tack at Trieste and Es- 
cape Unharmed. 


New York, December 13.—The torpe- 
doing of two Austrian battleships in the 
harbor of Trieste by Italian torpedo 
craft on the night of December 9 is 
reported in a message received here to- 
day by Commander C. Pfister, of the 
Italian navy. The information was 
contained in a telegram received by 
Commander Pfister from Captain L. 
Vannutelli, the naval attache of the 
Italian embassy at Washingtan. 

“After successfully crossing several 
obstructions and mine flelds,”: the dis- 
patch said, “the Italian torpedo craft 
entered the harbor of Trieste where 
they fired four torpedoes against two 
Austrian men of war of the Monarch 
type. All the torpedoes reached their 
targets and exploded. 

“Though the most intense artillery 
fire was concentrated against the at- 
tacking torpedo boats and though even 
torpedoes were fired against them, all 
of our units returned safely and un- 
hurt to their home bases.” 


A London dispatch received Wednes- 
day quoted a Vienna official statement 
‘as saying the Austrian battleship Wien 
was sunk on Sunday night, the date 
mentioned in the foregoing communi- 
cation. Most of the crew was saved, 
the London message stated. The waters 
in which the vessel was sunk were not 
named, however. / 

The Wien is a ship of the Monarc 
type. The Wien, Monarch and Buda 
Pest were built in 1895 and 1896. They 
displaced 5,600 tons and are registered 
as carrying complements of 441 men. 
They were 323 feet long, 56 feet beam. 
They were armed with four 9-inch and 
twenty guns of smaller caliber. Each 
had two torpedo tubes.

stroyed it is not permitted to give the 
actual figures, but this much may be 
said: The sinkings of submarines dur- 
ing November were “within measurable 
distance” of the lowest number the 
[German U-boat yards were capable of 
turning out in the same period, 

This destruction of submarines was in 
no means due to any spasmodic run of 


luck, bug to the development of a detail- 
ed, congprehensive campaign, involving 
many devices and embracing many 
phases—a mpaign which will: grow 
more efficient as time goes on, accord- 
ing to expert opinion. 

The first 10 days of December have 
maintained the good records of Novem- 
ber, as far as the U-boat sinkings are 
concerned. Moreover, it is considered in- 
evitable thatthe British-American suc- 
cess will find a reflection in the morale 
of the submarine crews, making them 
less confident and less efficient, while 
the British and American naval men 
are becoming more confident and more 
efficient. 

The convoy system which the allies 
have adopted and perfected has forced 
the submarine campaigners to alter 
their plans. Submarines can no longer 
lie in wait for unprotected merchantmen 
and pot them in leisurely fashion. The 
U-boat shows its periscope nowadays at 
great peril, when within torpedoing 
distance of a merchantman, for the lat- 
ter is only one of a considerable num- 
ber in the neighborhood, and if a skilled 
lookout sights that periscope the sub- 
marine’s chances of escape from the 
convoying destroyers are slim. 

The German reply to the convoy sys- 
tem is to send submarines out in grou 
which attack the convoy simultaneously 
in the hope that in the resulting con- 
fusion considerable damage can be done 
and an easy escape effected. This sys- 
tem, while it occasionally has been ef- 
fective, is very costly when it fails, for 
it spells the doom not merely of one 
U-boat but of perhaps three or four. 

When the ogy of the submarine war 
can be written fully some of the most 
thrilling tales will of the wonderful 
accomplishments of one or two destroy- 
ers against whole squadrons of subma- 


rines.

War Department, Washington.—Colo- 
nel Harry Cutler, Eddy Street, Provi- 
dence, R. I. Dear Sir: Mr. Fosdick has 
told me of the effective activity of the 
Jewish board for welfare work in co- 
ordinating the various Jewish agencies 
which have sought recognition for work 
inside our military camps. In order to 
prevent duplication of effort, it was 
necessary to deal with a single agency, 
broad enough in its scope and organiza- 
tion to comprehend other groups seek- 
ing to do the same kind of work. For 
that reason we were very glad when 
such men as Mr. Jacob Schiff, Mr. Felix 
Warburg and yourself, came forward 
with this plan for a Jewish board for 
welfare work, and I am only too glad 
to congratulate you on what has been 
accomplished, and to wish you every 
success in your co-ordinating activities.

The Jewish boys in khaki are still 
coming by the hunderds to the Jewish 
Educational alliance on Capitol avenue 
and to the Jewish Progressive club on 
South Pryor street to partake of At- 
lanta Jewish hospitality. It is no small 
wonder that as soon as they arrive in 
the city they seek out the alliance and 
the club, for there they know they will 
meet friends, get a cup of hot coffee and 
cake and then have the orchestra play 
the familiar waltzes and one-steps, so 
that they might “trip it on the light 
fanastic toe” and forget the strict dis- 
cipline of their daily routine. ) 

In addition to all this, the boys know 

that a substantial Sunday dinner .is 
awaiting them in the best homes, which 
are being thrown open to them, and 
that a diligent committee of ladies is 

on the job every Sunday morning to 
gee that no one is overlooked. 

In the light of all this, is it any sur- 
prise to read the following letter from 
a soldier, at the camp to the editor of 
one of New York’s dailies? 

“We find ourselves not far from At- 
lanta, and I am pleasantly surprised at 
the conduct of our brothers and sisters 
in Atlanta. 

“Our New York Jews did nothing for 
us when we were near them at Camp 
Upton. 

“In Atlanta there is the Jewish Edu- 
cational alliance, to which all the Jew- 
ish soldiers go as soon as they arrive in 
town; there provision is made for their 

meals and they are taken in automo- 

piles to the homes where they are to 
dine. Should the host possess a ma- 

. ghine of his own, he takes them out 
sghtseeing and carries them back to the 
camp. 

“The Jews of Atlanta, whether rich 
or poor, extend to us a brotherly greet- 
ing, and we feel that we are among 
our own.” 1 

Many of the boys have shown their 
gratitude in letters of profuse thanks 
which they send Mr. Russ, the field 
worker, the Progressive club and the 
editors of the New York papers. 

So numerous have been the offers of 
help and co-operation extended by Jew- 
ish organizations to the boys in the 
camps that Mr. Fosdick, chairman of 


“If I. knew just.a considerate deed 
Brought joy and drove away the blue, 
For anybody any time in need, 
I could never hesitate, would you?” 


I don’t know who wrote the lines, but they recurred to my memory a dozen times ag I looked at the 
thousands of soldiers at Camp Gordon yesterday, moving singly and in pairs and groups about the company 
streets; and particularly as I thought of the near approach of the holiday season and the military orders 
just issued that prohibit any of these young soldiers from spending Christmas at their homes. They are boys 
—most of them—who have homes, and who have never spent the Christmas season, certainly the one Christ- 
mas day, made memorable by reunions around the family hearthstones, away from their homes. This year 
75 per cent of the khaki.clad must spend the day in the camp; the other 25 per cent can spend it in Atlanta 
or the nearby Georgia towns—for the limit of the furloughs is 38 hours. And the homes of these boys are 
in the northern and New England states.

In all of the many noble efforts being made by the people of Atlanta to aid and to entertain the soldiers 
—books for their library, concerts for their auditoriums, teachers for their French and English classes— 
there are none so appealing as that of companionship at this season of good will and good cheer. Atlanta 
should open her homes, as she has never opened them before, to the seven or eight thousand boys, away 
from their own homes, who will be permitted to spend the two nights and one day in the city: and the 
homes of Atlanta should be carried to the very barracks of the twenty thousand others who, by the necessary 
obedience to military regulations, must remain confined to the reservation during the one day upon which 
Christendom is based.

San Francisco, December 13.—An un- 
named official of the Japanese govern- 
ment was linked with a proposed con- 
spiracy to foment revolution against 
British rule in India by testimony to- 


day in the trial of thirty-one alleged 
conspirators in the United States dis- 
trict cotirt. The testimony was to the 
effect that this official had secreted 
Hiramba Lal Gupta, an indicted Hindu, 
for four months while British secret 
service and military operatives 
searched Tokio in vain for him. 

The Japanese official later secured 
safe passage from Tokio to San Fran- 
cisco for Gupta. This testimony was 
given by Detective Sergeant George D. 
Barnitz, of the “Neutrality Bomb 
Squad” of the New York police depart- 
ment, who said the revelations had 
been made to him by Gupta while the 
latter was in custody on a charge of 
participation in a bomb explosion. 

Thousands of rifles, carbines and 
pistols and millions of rounds of am- 
munition were purchased in this coun- 
try in 1914 and 1915 by Captain von 
Papen, military attache of the German 
embassy in Washington, for secret 
shipment to as Diego, Cal., and Java, 
according to Henry Muck, who said 
he was an agent of Hans Tauscher, 
New Tork representative of the 
Krupps, and one of the defendants.

Gainesville, Ga., December 13.— (Spe- 
cial.) — With four inches of snow on the 
ground, the heaviest fall since Febru- 
ary, 1914, much suffering has been oc- 
casioned here by reason of the fuel 
shortage, as no coal can be obtained and 
very little wood.

“invested capital.” 

Another important announcement was 
that merchants probably will be per- 
mitted to make inventories either at 
cost or market value. This was con- 
sidered especially significant, since 
brokers are to be regarded as “mer- 
chants of securities,” and therefore may 
inventory stocks and bonds at the low 
prices to which many have fallen re- 
cently. 

Early in the new year, Mr. Roper 
said, competent revenue officers will be 
sent into every county in the United 
States to aid inexperienced persons in 
making out their income tax forms. 

Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, chairman of 
the women’s section of the Council of 
National Defense, urged the editors to 
use their influence to compel technical 
schools to give training to women.who 
are needed in government work.

THE CLOUD IN THE WEST. 


Associated Press dispatches of the past 
few days from the western front point 
surely to the near approach of Germany’s 
mightiest effort—and lead to the reasonable 
expectation that news may soon be received 
that will shake the world. 

A few days ago, soon after the Hinden- 
burg line had righted itself following Byng’s 
spectacular and very promising onslaught, 
the news that filtered through from beyond 
indicated that a cloud was forming to the 
east of the allied lines. It was at first of 
the proverbial “man’s hand” size; but every 
, Gay it has been growing larger, more black, 
more formidable. in appearance. 

The world may expect news of far 
reaching import any morning from now until 
ft is known definitely the extent of the justi- 
Geation for the apprehension that undoubt- 
edly is gripping the nations opposed to 
Prussia. 

And the sooner America and Americans 
prepare themselves. for the worst that could 
happen, and get themselves in readiness to 
cope with it, the better! 

Looking facts squarely in the face, and 
reasoning a bit, we find plenty of grounds 
tor former President Taft’s recent admoni- 
tion to the American business man to “hang 
over the calendar in front of his desk this 
grim sentence: Germany ils winning the 
war!” 

Russia has quit, cold and yellow! Ru- 
mania, forced to follow suit, likewise is out 
of the fighting. 

Thus millions of man-power of the cen- 
tral powers, released from the eastern front, 
are available for the western battle line— 
where, with the southwestern front, the 
fighting is now concentrated. 

The Prussian menace right now is an 
- uncertain quantity. 

There seems to be suffictent men and 

ordnance already massed against the Ital- 
jans to hold them at stalemates, if not to 
advance their conquest; and therefore, the 
forces transferable from the eastern front 
can, in à practically solid body, be amassed 
against the British and the French in the 
west. 
That that is precisely what is being done 
with them, the news dispatches clearly indi- 
cate; and the military authorities, our own 
and of our associate nations, are freely 
warning the world to that effect. 

The Teutonic armies are under the direc- 
tion of the ablest military commanders of 
the age. They know that Germany’s only 
hope of winning the war lies in their ability 
to win it before the United States is in 
position to make a telling defense. It is 
the most natural thing in the world, then, 
for Germany to make its final, desperate 
_ effort to complete the conquest of Hurope 
before spring. 

And that effort, in all probavhity, is 
5 about to be made; that is the storm that is 
. Brewing, very likely. 
It so, and the storm breaks, history will 
be shaped by the ability of the allied forces

Therefore, when a sheepman— regardless 
of his motives, his rights or his intentions, 
suffered his bleating and close-cropping 
flocks to encroach upon the self-appropri- 
ated precincts of a cattle or horseman, a 
“range war” was the probable consequence, 
with “puncher” arrayed against “herder.” 
And many a follower of either vocation, 
game to the boot-heels and as loyal to his

A WORD FOR THE BEAST. 


There are few more pitiable sights in a 
city than is presented by a poor, work- 
weary horse or mule fallen on the slippery 
pavement and vainly struggling to regain 
his footing. 

And it is a sight all too common in At- 
lanta—far more so than necessary—upon 
any day when the streets are coated with 
frost or ice or made sleek as skating floors 
by sleet or rain. 

Under such conditions it is only an ordi- 
nary matter to see a worried, perspiring, 
panting horse or mule straining at the 
traces that bind it to a task far exceeding 
what a humane master should expect of it 
in such circumstances; honestly doing its 
level best, gingerly feeling its way and try- 
ing hard to keep on its feet and make 
progress. Perhaps poorly-shod, if not bare- 
hoofed, the harnessed brute slips and slides. 
First one foot shoots out at a tangent to 
the right, then another to the left; a third 
scoots suddenly backward, a fourth to the 
fore. It is a continuous, torturous round of 
slip and recovery—the one-ton load weigh- 
ing ten—with the poor, harried beast strain- 
ing every nerve to keep afoot and to serve. 

Suddenly, two hoofs fail at once; equi- 
librium is lost and gravity brings the dis- 
traught brute to the ground with a crash— 
hope gone! 

Perhaps a leg was broken in the fall. 
If so, a policeman’s bullet mercifully ends 
the animal’s misery. If not, it frantically 
struggles and flounders, thrashing its head 
upon the hard pavement, in futile attempts 
to arise; then, exhausted, looks into the 
faces of the curious crowd that has gath- 
ered, pleadingly and longingly for help. 

Shame to say, too often on the seat of 
the vehicle is an ignorant, inhumane and 
merciless driver without a soul, who only 
adds to the struggling beast’s tortures by 
goadings and lashinge—trying to scourge it 
into performing beyond its power. Other 
drivers err only in judgment—in failing to 
consider the difference between dry and icy 
or wet street surface, and in overloading, 
or in essaying grades that are impossible 
under the conditions. a 

A teamster of either class ought to be 
disciplined—by his employer, if the animal 
is not his own, and also by the police judge. 

Drag a few such drivers into the stock- 
ade, and the chances are ten to one that a 


fallen work animal would soon cease to be 


a common sight on the streets of Atlanta! 

Mayor Candler has made the very timely 
and very commendable suggestion that team- 
owners keep their animals “off the streets 


as much as possible to avoid tying up traffic | 


by fallen horses.” 

But the impediment to, and the disor 
ganizing of, traffic is a matter of minor con- 
sideration compared with the humane ele. 
ment in the thing. 

Trafffc go hang! In a matter of that 
kind, the dumb beast’s welfare—its comfort, 
its very life—should be given first consider 
ation; and let commercial facilitation come 
afterward. 

There are cities in the United States— 
some of them not nearly so large, and not 
one proportionately so rich, as Atlanta— 
with humane societies which have brought 
about enactment of laws providing that slip- 
pery and dangerous streets be kept well 
sanded or graveled on days of precarious 
footing, And they find that it paye—pays 
in conservation of valuable horse and mule 
cay in expediting commodity deliveries, 

in keeping commerce active, in preventing 
traffic delays; and, best of all, in inspiring 
theif people with humane instincts, and in- 
stilling into the heart of the public the 
principles of love and thought and care and 
consideration for the faithful dumb servants 
of man. 

Some such a regulation would not be!

German Merchant Shipping After 
the War.

We note here how the shipping and 
military interests are working together. 
Herr Ballin, the great German shipping mas- 
nate, an optimist in the summer of 1916, 
was a pessimist by the beginning of Janu- 
ary, 1917, declaring that soon after peace 
there would be too much tonnage in the 
world, and that German shipping would be 
unable to exploit the situation because of 
the regulation of German trade. It is @ 
coincidence that a month later the German 
military authorities began their attempt to 
reduce the world’s tonnage to limits more 
manageable for Germany. 

In February, coincident with unrestricted 
submarine war, the reichstag considered the 
bill for the restoration of the German mer- 
cantile marine, on the basis of the state 
advancing $75,000,000. But the loss of the 
ships in the United States and Brazil altered 
the situation; by April the government had 
agreed that far more money would be needed, 
and was apparently willing to make good 
the book value of the lost ships; the ship- 
ping interests were holding out for the cost 
of construction of a newfleet at war prices. 
The bill was referred to the committee for 
trade and industry, who reported in July; 
the German shipping interests have got their 
way. 

As it now stands the bill provides for 
non-repayable grants to shipowners to re- 
place ships lost or seriously damaged, the 
grant to be the value of the ship as on July 
31. 1914, with an addition to compensate for 
additional cost of construction on a sliding 


ecale, so that owners who replace ships 
within three years get 80 per cent to 60 per 
cent additional on the value, within 4 to 6 
years 60 per cent to 40 per cent, and so on. 
For ten years ships are not to be sold to 
aliens, or chartered to aliens without a gov- 
ernment permit. 

Naturally no attempt is made to fix the 
total expenditure; Hamburg estimates it at 
$375,000,000. According to The Frankfurter 
Zeitung the reichstag is to be asked to 
recommend (among other things) that the 
exchequer shall share in the profits of the 
mercantile marine as rebuilt by state sub- 
sidies, and that the government shall use 
its influence in order that, new establish- 
ments and expansions of building yards may 
be promoted by the authorities, and in par- 
ticular that work in shipbuilding yards shall 
be certified as urgent because of the military 
veto. That is, a large measure of state con- 
trol and profit-sharing. 

Cargo Space Under Government Control. 

There is a general demand in Germany 
that, during the reconstruction period, the 
entire German cargo space shall be under 
government control, so as to “ration” im- 
ported raw materials. This has called forth 
the opposition of the great industrialists; 
their position has been defined by Herr 
Haller, vice president of Siemen-Schuckert, 
who claims that the government should only 
take a percentage of the cargo space, and 
that all goods (except food) imported on 
private account in the free space, or in 
neutral bottoms, should be at the purchaser's 
free disposal, This, in practice, would mean 
materials for the big interests only. Prob- 
ably the government will agree; it will be 
seen that the big interests have had their 
way throughout, 

Similarly, Herr Goetz, another industrial 
magnate, argues against subvention (which 
would import government control) and calls 
instead on the government to indemnify the 
shipping companies for their losses over the 
maintenance of interned ships, crews, etc. 
(which would not); and a grant to meet the 
cost of internment of German ships abroad 
has now been added to the bill. The ques- 
tion, however, is freely raised whether ships 
built at war prices can possibly pay when 
freights fall to a lower level; and Goetz 
points out that the present German yards 
cannot really take new orders for two years, 
being bound by their existing contracts with 
neutrals for delivery of ships. He adds that 
if these contracts could be got rid of, there 
would be a number of ships on the slips at 
Germany’s disposal. We cannot imagine that 
Germany, who is destroying neutral tonnage 
wholesale, would let a little matter of con- 
tract stand between her and her goal. 

It is all very interesting; but it is Hamlet 
without the Prince of Denmark. For Britain 
will have a word to say on the subject. Ger- 
many under Prussian influence has treated 
trade as though it were war, and her ship- 
ping has been an important weapon in that 
war. It will not be less so in the future 
under inereased government control; and 
Germany need not expect to find the old 
conditions of passive acquiescence. 

No Privileges to Foreign Shipping. 

The president of the board of trade on 
January 10, 1916, stated that in future no 
privileges would be given to foreign ship- 
ping which are not enjoyed by British, and 
in particular he condemned the laws under 
which subsidized German ships could enjoy 
British harbor facilities without paying har- 
hor due But public opinion in Britain 
demands much more than that. The Paris 
conference declared for the restoration of 
the mercantile fleets of countries suffering 
from acts of destruction, and public opinion 


demands, and means to have, replacement of 


the ships sunk by submarines, ton for ton. 
The three million-odd tons at Germany’s dis- 
posal will hardly suffice to pay her debt. 
Every month that she prolongs the war 
that debt grows, and every month British 
opinion hardens. As is well known, many 
now demand the use of Britain’s supreme 
weapon, a veto for a term of years on Ger- 
man ships using the ports of the empire. 
That would ruin half the German marine 
out of hand. Complete veto may not be 
expedient, for several reasons; but the Brit- 
ish people are resolved that, at any rate, 


German ships shall not again use the ports 


of the empire on the same terms as them- 
selves and their friends, Naturally the gov- 
ernment has not_spoken; it is not yet time; 
they do not know what kind of a Germany 
there may be at the peace. But the seamen 
have to be reckoned with as well as the 
government, and they are very bitter over 
the murder of their comrades by German 
submarines. The seamen’s conference held 
in London on August 17, this year, repre- 
senting the seamen of the allied principle, 
the neutral countries resolved that, unless 
the present methods of submarine war 
ceased, they would refuse in future to gail 
in any ships carrying German seamen, and 
suggested calling on all dock labor in the 
world to refuse to handle German ships in 
port after the war. If they choose to carry 
out a boycott, no government can stop them, 
even if it wished.

fort of victims of such pain it may be stated 
that real heart disease, with comparatively 
few exceptions, is not accompanied by any 
Pain or palpitation or other sensation felt 
near the heart. 

Neur-algia (nerve pain) between the ribs 
is produced by the same causes that produce 
nerve pain in other places. Perhaps the 
most common cause is anemia—the “nerves 
cry for nourishment.” But that doesn’t get 
the sufferer anywhere, for the next thing 
is to find out what is accountable for the 
anemic state, since no amount of medicine 
can cure anemia unless the causative factor 
is discovered and corrected. 

Characteristic of intercostal neuralgia 
are the sharp stabbing pains shooting along 
one or more of the spaces between the ribs, 
with more or less constant mild ache be- 
tween stabs. Especially tender points are 
usually discovered at the places where the 
skin terminals from the intercosta] nerves 
emerge to the skin, in one line down the side 
of chest, in another down the front of the 
chest, and sometimes in a line down the 
back near the spine—points tender to the 
touch. Sometimes intercostal neuralgia is 
felt only in the breast. 

Pleurisy may cause sharp stabbing pain 
in the side of the chest, usually nearer the 
base of the chest. But the pain of acute 
dry pleurisy is distinctly produced by the 
exertion of breathing, and materially less- 
ened by very tight bandaging or strapping 
the chest or even lying on the affected side, 
whereas that of intercostal neuralgia is not 
appreciably altered by these measures. 

“Neuralgia of the heart” is a misleading 
popular name for angina pectoris. Angina 
pectoris is seldom encountered in persons 
under forty-five. It comes on rather sud- 
denly, continues minutes or sometimes hours, 
then passes off, unlike either. intercostal 
neuralgia or pleurisy. 

Heart burn, a distressing sensation or 
pain felt under the breast bone or some- 
times toward the left, comes and goes with 
some relation to the meals, and is promptly 
relieved by a large dose of saleratus or milk 
of magnesia or other alkali, 

As an external remedy for intercostal 
neuralgia, mild counter-irritation on the 
back, near the spine, is helpful—mustard to 


the degree of light reddening of skin, or 
iodine, or a belladonna e and capsicum plaster.

In the seventh chapter of Romans, 

and the twenty-fourth verse, “O 
wretched man that I am, who shall 
deliver me?” 
_. Robert Louis Stevenson always had a 
Freat liking for allegories, as ig seen 
in his “The Ebb Tide,” but his power 
of description reached its highest ex- 
pression in what must always be re- 
garded as his masterpiece, his famous 
story of “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.” 

The seed thought of this appalling 
fable is familiar to everybody. It is 
the old, old story of the vitally present 
war in our members in which the high- 
est and lowest, the vilest and the best, 
the most iniquitous and the purest en- 
ter the list in war to the hilt, that man 
is no one, but that he is two, and in the 
field of consciousness the two natures 
seem to struggle for supremacy. 

And this problem of the duality in 
which two radically different natures 
are housed in the same body, has held 
the attention and has fascinated the 
thought of earnest men in all ages. It 
is not simply a problem for the clois- 
tered monk in a monastery, clothed in 
his somber robes, and the preacher be- 
hind the walls of a cathedral, but it is 
anh intensely practical problem and one 
that we meet in many phases at every 
turn of the road in our life. : 

The story had been written in a 
good many books before Stevenson ever 
translated it in the language of his ter- 
rible book, but Robert Louis Steven- 
son and all other writers owe their 

reatest debt to the New Testament, 
or it was St. Paul who first wrote the 
plot in the seventh and eighth chapter 
of Romans which Stevenson later on 
translated into the language of our day 
as “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. 

You can name this problem whatever 
you please, if you will feel better by 
your own selection, You can call it “DE, 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.” You can call it 
“war in our members.” You can call it 
“the flesh against the spirit.” You can 
call it “original sin’—any one of a 
hundred names, if you please, for la- 
bels make no difference.

the deadliest of poisons in his fangs. 
It ate into his very being and it stuns 
“him whenever he thought of his broth- 
er's good, noble, virtuous qualities, and 
it gave him pleasvre when calamily 
and misfortune overtook a friend, and 
it ve him a sort of supernatural in- 
sight into the defects of other people 
and instead of spreading the mantle 
of charity over ese defects to hide 
them, he took supreme delight in ex- 
posing them. 

And you will find that fellow is 


as rotten as hell in his own life, who 


ie so anxious to expose the other fel- 
lo I have never seen it fall in my 
life. Put it right down, will you? 
He is as rotten as hell and he is just 
trying to divert attention from his own 
Geilianimity and trying to make you 
believe it is the way the other fellow 
lives instead of the way he himself 
lives.

It intruded itself upon every temp- 
tation that came to him and with up- 
lifted finger and warning voice it tried 
to get him to yield and do the right 
until finally, tormented and distract- 
ed by the continuous intrusion of this 
impertinent being, one day in his anger 
he drew his rapier and drove it into 
the heart of his better self. 

In dying, his better self uttered these 
terrible words: ‘Henceforth thou also 
art dead—dead to the world, dead to 
heaven, dead to hope, dead to purity, 
dead to virtue, and dead to truth. n 
me thou didst exist and in murdering 
me thou hast murdered thyself.’ 

Now all of this is in full accord 
with Paul's powerful picture of the 
moral degeneration of the soul divided 
against itself. But after all has been 
said and after all has been read and 
laid aside and commented upon, we've 
all got to turn back to Stevenson who 
has given us the most dramatic, the 
most powerful, the -most terrible com- 
mentary upon the seventh and eighth 
chapters of Romans in his strange and 
weird story of Dr. Jekyl and Mr. Hyde.

He pictures Dr. Jekyll as a man of 
pure life, high ideals, kind, virtuous, 
generous, sympathetic, with wide chari- 
tles, who in the course of his scientific 
investigations in his laboratory one 
day discovered a drug which when tak- 
en would dissolve his better self and 
release the vile, lower self into the 
world, and whenever he drank this drug 
Dr. Jekyll, the pure, the kind, the gen- 
tle, the virtuous, faded like your breath 
on a mirror and the brute took the reins 
and drove like old Jehu. 


The angel retired and the devil took 
the stage, and his body shrank and 
shriveled in order to fit the shrunken 


soul of this mean, wretched nature of 
Mr. Hyde. And when in the person of 
this brutish dwarf he indulged with 
sinful glee and supreme delight in all 
the outrageous things which he would 
not, for his right arm, thought of doing 
when he was in his right mind or when 
he was Dr. Jekyll. When he was Mr. 
Hyde he would outrage virtue, outrage 
womanhood or childhood and the de- 
cency of society. He took supreme de- 
light in going to every length and 
every extreme of vileness and corrup- 
on. 

Then, when the police were on his 
track he would dash into his labora- 
tory and he would drink from this 
flask this drug, and in the twinkling 
of an eye would change into the re- 
fined, gentle, kind, sober, sympathetic, 
pure Dr. Jekyll. 

And he gave this vile, lower self 
of his a name. He called that Mr. 
Hyde. When he was in that dispo- 
sition, he was Hyde; when he was 
good and pure, he called himself Dr. 
Jekyll. When he was Mr. Hyde he 
slanted his handwriting; he opened a 
bank account in the name of Mr. 
Hyde and never drew against that 
bank account unless he was going 
down the line as Mr. Hyde. He never 
drew against that account when he 


was Dr. Jekyll. 

So he made this a real nature. For 
a long time he lived this double life, 
switching from Dr. Jekyll to Mr. Hyde 
and from Mr. Hyde to Dr. Jekyll—good 
to his wife, going down the street in 
a limousine with her and passing an- 
other woman in another limousine that 
he bought and paid for when he was 
Mr. itt somebody on the 
side when he was Mr. Hyde. 

Now wait a minute! The drug which 
he drank had no discriminating action 
at all, oh no, not a particle! He would 
change from Hyde to Jekyll as easily 
as he would change from Jekyll to 
Hyde. It was the person who took 
the drug that had the power of discri- 
mination! He could decide which he 
would be. It wasn't the drug. 

So, he found himself turning into 
Hyde automatically. He had no dis- 
position to be Dr. Jekyll. There are 
men to whom you can't talk five min- 
utes that won't spew out half a doz- 
en oaths in that length of time. They 
have released old Hyde so much that 
they don’t know anything else. 

He would turn into Hyde automat- 
ically without using the drug, and life 
became unbearable. Oh, how many take 
headers into suicides’ graves! How 
many derelicts of humanity you can 
find in this eity today whose lives are 
unbearable! Why? Oh, they have re- 
leased their damnable, lower natures so 
much and gratified them until they 
have no desire, seemingly, to live any 
longer. 

And the heart-rending and sicken- 
ing story ends with the victory of hell. 
Dr. Jekyll died Mr. Hyde. He died 
damned, vile, corrupt, iniquitous. You 
can't fool all your days with evil, no 
sir! ‘ 
Now, with these few facts laid be- 
fore us we learn something. First, there 
is a Dr. Jekyll, thank God, in every man 
and woman. The possibilities of heaven 
and hell lie concealed in everybody. 

Jesus and Judas, if I may be allowed 
to use the terms, represent or indicate 
the two names, the height and depth, 
the divinity and the depravity. The 
greenish of human nature is found on 
the tear-stained pages of humag his- 
tory. For cruelty of heart who could 
equal old Nero, the drunken, wreched 
libertine who fiddled while Rome 
burned and had the bodies of Chris- 
tians soaked in pitch and tar and then 
fastened to stakes and set on fire to 
illuminate his race course while he drove 
his chariot in drunken revelry, while 
bodies incinerated to ashes for no other

For bigotry, 
whe ever equalled Queen Isabella of 
Spain, who said, “I have depopulated 
happy villages and rich towns and fer- 
tile fields in the holy name of re- 
ligion?” 

For heartless cruelty, who ever 
equalled Borgia who used to invite his 
enemies to a banquet and upon the pre- 
tense of friendship and hospitality, 
would drop a deadly poison in their 
cups and when they drank it they would 
fall to the floor and writhe in agony 
and he would laugh at their struggling 
and he would only be happy when their 
dead bodies were dragged away?

For pitiable circumstances that will 
touch your heartstrings, read the au- 
toblography of Edgar Allan Poe, who 
tells us that in infancy “I was fed 
on a mild concoction of liquor to keep 
me quiet.”

Gilbert is. the official grave-digger 
at Monte Carlo, and he said, “Life is

He has got another guess coming. 
No, sir, life is not a game of chance! 
Do you mean to tell me that fellow 


is down there hitting the booze be- 
cause of chance? No, he chose to do 
it! Do you mean to tell me that girl 
is selling her womanhood because of 
chance? No, sir, she made her choice! 

Do you mean to tell me that fellow 
is a thief because of chance? Wo, he 
made his choice! Do you mean to tell 
me am a Christian because ot 
chance? No, I made my choice! I’m 
going to heaven instead of hell.

There's no chance 
to it at all, not at all, not a bit! 

I believe that at heart nine-tenths 
of the people in the world want to 


be better than they are. I make no 
exception. You may brand them as 
hard and cruel. and reckless, still I 
will plead the cause for that man or 
woman. 

“Why,” you say to me, does the 
re or the harlot want to be bet- 
er?” 

“Undoubtedly! I have never -seen 
a drunkard in my life that didn't want 
to be sober and do the right thing, 
no matter how low down he is. I've 
never seen any, and I've faced them 
for twenty-one years. They all want 
to do better than they are. 


Let me paint you a picture. Reeling 
down some street in this city tonight 
is some fellow who, for the love of 


whisky, has thrown away his zelf- 
respect and decency, a home, a place 
among decent men and women. e is 
dirty, vile, ill-smelling, unkempt. Oh, 
it would tax your faith in humanity 
to believe that there is in that man 
the slightest leaning toward anything 
higher in this old world. 

A block further down the street a 
glimmer of light attracts him as he 
shuffles on. He stumbles toward the 


window to look in, perhaps with theft 
in his heart, and as he looks he sees 
a fragment of heaven ripped out of 
the skies and transplanted here on this 
old earth!

The prostitute. envies 
the virtuous woman, she would like to 
be like that woman. The drunkard 
envies the sober man. The thief en- 
vies the honest man. That is true all 
through this old world. 

What a world of bitterness and 
criticism would vanish if we only 
made it a rule in our life never to 
brand a man or woman as hopelessly 
and helplessly bad until after we had 
bankrupted our wers trying to make 
them decent live a decent life! 


Can we forget one friend,

No! Let me ask you a question, Why

They leaped up and down and said,

centuries and what they have un- 


covered they have been pleased to 
name “buried magnificence,” and I be- 
lieve that there is in the heart of ever 
man and woman with whom we ru 
elbows on the street, in society, a 
“buried magnificence.” On, I will ad- 
mit it is buried. under booze and licen- 
tiousness, buried under unbelief and 
intellectual pride and physical pride! 


And I will admit that there is a 
buried magnificence in the heart of 
every man and woman.

And thre is in the hearts of men and 
women a force that chains to the devil. 
You bet your life. There are two na- 
tures battling and struggling to win 
out. Society is organized around the 
idea that men have a tendency toward 
sin. That idea is back of every law 
on our criminal books today. You may 
not like the doctrine of an original Sin, 
but unless you are a moral idiot you 
can't deny the fact that there is an 
inborn tendency. on the part of men to 
sin—I don’t give a rap who you are. 

Here is the proof. Paul said, “What 
I hate, that I do. It is no more I that 
do it. but sin that dwelleth in me. The 
good I would, I do not; the evil 1 
would—gosh! that’s what I do. 

And he says, “I find a law when 1 
would do good, evih is present with me 
to make me do evil. And I find an- 
other law, in my members, warring 
against the law of my mind and bring- 
ing me into captivity and into sin 
that wants to do right, but here is a 
nature that woos me over to do wrong. 

Dr. Jekyll in Everything. 

There is a Dr. Jekyll in, everybody. 
They want to do good, but here is an 
old Hyde who doesn’t want you to do 
good and there you struggie, and the 
devil comes to feed and strengthen the 
Hyde nature. Jesus Christ comes to 
feed and strengthen the Dr. Jekyll na- 
ture, to help you to be decent. That's 
why we built this tabernacle. 

Oh, there are just thousands of peo- 
ple that can subscribe to the statement 
of Paul, and we appreciate the sorry 

light of Dr. Jekyll when he reached 
the point where old Hyde dominated 
over him and the vile nature held him. 


But listen! Thank God, folks, there 
is a ray of light to the:(story and I 
bring it to you. Your will is supreme. 


That’s the ray of light. Your will is 
the pivot of your destiny, that’s the ray 
of light. You are the one who can say 
who will take the throne of your life, 
and if you weren't I wouldn't be preach- 
ing to you. 

In front of you tonight stands the 
mild mannered, pure, virtuous, refined 
Dr. Jekyll nature that wants to pray, 
wants to be a Christian, wants to be 
decent. On the other side crouches the 
dwarfed, mean, vile, low, mishappen 
Hyde, and he asks control. Neither 
of them can take control until you say 
which. You can say who will win, 
heaven or hell. You can say whether 
hell will weep tonight, or heaven will 
weep, or whether heaven will smile or 
hell will smile. You can say whether 
your name will be written on the 
Lamb’s Book of Life or whether it will 
not. Your will is supreme—that is the 
pivot of your destiny. It’s up to you 
to say whether it’s Hyde or Jekyll who 
wins—it’s up to you. God has decreed 
the freedom of your will. 

The drug, as I told you, in Steven- 
son’s story had no discriminating pow- 
er of action. It was the will of the 


fellow who took the drug that decided 
whether it would be Hyde or Jekyll. 
Don’t forget that part. And you've got 
the same position today—now. There 
are men today who try to avoid this 
truth and they try and blame [ft on oth- 
ers or other things. Please don't do it. 
You are at fault.

Then old Sister Poyser cut loose like 
a battleship clearing for action, and in 
her agitation she dropped a beautiful 
and costly piece of crockery which she 
held in her hand and it broke into a 
thousand pieces and immediately she 
ehanged her tune and put on the soft 
pedal, and she said:

of His day, as being dangerous to re- 
ligion and good morals.

eat. 

An appeal for the poor was made by 
Dr. Henry Moskowitz, commissioner of 
public markets, who advised Actin 
— 5 bed Frank L. Bowling that smal 
dealers are taking advantage of the 
shortage to sell coal by indefinite 
measures and weights and prices 
which would amount to more than $30 
a ton. Dr. Moekowitz urged that the 
board provide for the sale of coal by 
weight only. 

Health Commissioner Emerson’s let- 
|ter said the effect of the coal short- 
age was city-wide. Careful investi- 
gation, he declared, established that 
there “is a considerable and increasing 
‘amount of preventable disease, due 
wholly or in part to the inadequate 
provision of heat in the living rooms of 
the complainanta” In addition to the 
seasonable prevalence of pneumonia, 
he said,» there is an excessive amount 
of ailments among children which can 
be directly traced to low temperatures 
in their homes.
